Swarthmore  College  has  been 
called  many  things:  the  hardest 
working  school  in  the  country,  the 
quintessential  liberal  arts  college,  a 
national  treasure,  and  yes,  even 
Kremlin  on  the  Crum.  A  highly  se- 
lective school,  Swarthmore  is  rec- 
ognized as  one  of  the  flnest  places 
in  the  United  States  to  find  an  ed- 
ucation. It  is  known  not  only  for  its 
stellar  academics  and  accom- 
plished graduates,  but  also  for  its 
history  as  an  institution  of  toler- 
ance and  free  thinking. 

Swarthmore  was  founded  in  1864 
by  Quakers,  becoming  the  first  co- 
educational college  in  the  North- 
east. Swarthmore  students  continue 
to  strive  for  high  and  sometimes 
revolutionary  ideals,  as  well  as  for 
intellectual  accomplishment  and 
critical  thought. 

Each  student  probably  has  his  or 
her  own  images  when  someone 
mentions  Swarthmore.  Some  might 
think  of  laughing  with  friends  on 
Parrish  Lawn  on  a  warm  spring 
evening  while  sounds  of  R.E.M.  or 
John  Lennon  drift  from  speakers  in 
upstairs  windows.  Others  may  re- 
member a  quiet  early  morning  that 
came  after  a  long  night  spent  read- 
ing a  book  that  changed  their  lives. 
And  some  may  think  of  a  dorm 
room  where  they  fell  asleep  under 
glow-in-the-dark  stars.  Swarth- 
more is  an  amalgam  of  all  of  these 
images,  and  these  images  comprise 
its  history,  reputation,  rigor,  and 
beauty. 
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Since  1942,  the  amphitheater 
has  been  not  only  a  beautiful 
but  a  significant  place  for  every 
Swarthmore  graduate.  Each  spring 
a  new  class's  commencement  is  held 
in  the  outdoor  auditorium,  with  di- 
plomas received  on  a  green  stage 
and  trees  interspersed  throughout 
the  audience.  The  Scott  Outdoor 
Amphitheater  is  only  one  of  the 
features  of  the  Scott  Arboretum 
which  is  integral  to  Swarthmore's 
campus. 

The  Rose  Garden  in  the  summer, 
daffodils  in  the  spring,  the  hollies 
in  the  winter;  from  azaleas  to  vi- 
burnums, the  Arboretum  creates  a 
living  sculpture  out  of  the  Swarth- 
more campus,  filling  the  air  with 
the  smell  of  flowers  and  pine  nee- 
dles. When  trying  to  think  of  great 
thoughts,  Swarthmore  students  of- 
ten turn  to  their  surroundings  for 
inspiration.  The  Scott  Arboretum 
understands  this  and  does  its  best 
to  help  Swarthmore  students  on 
their  way  by  creating  and  main- 
taining the  grandeur  and  beauty  of 
all  that  is  Swarthmore. 
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Where  do  you  live?  Wharton, 
Mertz,  PPR,  Lodges? 
Whatever  the  answer,  the  dorm  a 
student  calls  home  for  a  year  is  the 
background  against  which  all  other 
aspects  of  college  life  are  played. 
For  better  or  for  worse,  the  four 
walls,  the  view  from  the  windows, 
and  the  desks  and  dressers  become 
part  of  the  mental  landscape  of  the 
student  who  lives,  works,  and  (oc- 
casionally) sleeps  there,  and  will 
stay  with  him  or  her  always. 

For  seven  or  eight  months  a  year, 
a  dorm  room  is  home  to  most 
Swarthmore  students.  And,  just  as 
different  houses  appeal  to  different 
buyers,  each  dorm  has  its  own  char- 
acter and  appeal.  Also  like  any  oth- 
er living  space,  every  dorm  has  pos- 
itive and  negative  qualities.  Dana 
and  Halloween's  cinder  block  walls 
mean  a  year  of  trial  in  interior  dec- 
oration, but  the  compensation  may 
be  window  seats  overlooking  the 
Crum.  Mary  Lyon  is  at  least  a 
twenty  minute  walk  from  any- 
where, but  its  residents  are  re- 
warded with  big  rooms,  hardwood 
floors,  and  private  bathrooms.  And 
then  there's  Willets.  The  good  thing 
about  Willets  is,  it's  social;  and  the 
bad  thing  about  Willets  is,  well,  it's 
social.  Parrish  Hall  is  the  defini- 
tion of  central  location,  but  be 
warned  that  the  steps  are  exhaust- 
ing and  the  TV  lounge  is  non-ex- 
istent. Each  dorm  has  its  devotees 
who  love  it  for  its  eccentricities  and 
uniqueness,  as  well  as  for  its  more 
obviously  positive  qualities. 

The  dorms  hallways,  lounges  and 
kitchens  that  Swarthmore  students 
spend  their  college  years  in  are  the 
places  where  conversations  happen 
and  friends  are  made,  and  these 
conversations  are  friends  are  per- 
haps some  of  the  best  elements  of 
a  liberal  arts  education.

"I'd  have  to  say  that  I  think  that  this  year  was  highly  successful 
when  you  consider  it  as  a  rebuilding  year,"  said  Coach  Karl  Miran 
on  the  Garnet's  1991  football  season.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
season,  the  Garnet  was  getting  stronger  and  beginning  to  work 
together  as  more  of  a  team.  "I  wish  the  season  was  five  weeks 
longer,"  said  Coach  Miran.  "We  really  were  starting  to  come  into 
our  own." 

The  Garnet  finished  this  season  at  the  bottom  of  the  CFC  in 
rushing  offense  and  defense;  they  averaged  only  102.6  yards  per 
game  while  they  gave  up  258.6.  Coach  Miran  attributes  the  squad's 
inability  to  move  the  ball  not  to  his  running  backs,  but  to  the 
'supporting  staff.  There  is  talent  in  the  backfield  with  freshman 
Dave  Reeser  (eighth  in  the  conference  in  rushing)  and  sophomore 
Tavis  Tindall.  QB  Chip  Chevalier  was  fourth  in  the  CFC  in  total 
offense  (averaging  165.8  yards  per  game),  and  wide  out  John 
Crawford  was  fourth  in  receptions  per  game  with  4.0  and  third 
in  yards  per  reception  (16.5).  John  Drake,  another  receiver  was 
seventh  in  catches  per  game  with  3.7.  Freshman  Matt  Poe  showed 
promise  of  becoming  one  of  the  better  kickers  in  the  league,  av- 
eraging 32.4  yards  per  punt. 

With  20  freshmen  on  the  squad  (out  of  a  total  45)  the  team 
cannot  help  but  get  better  and  more  experienced  after  a  year  of 
working  together  and  maturation.

Senior  Captain  Sabrina  Martinez  led  the  women's  Volleyball 
team  on  to  a  12-15  season.  The  Garnet  Spikers  went  for  3-3  in 
MAC  Competition  and  scored  a  fourth  place  finish  in  the  Seven 
Sisters  tournament,  which  was  the  team's  best  showing  in  that 
tournament  to  date. 

Individual  outstanding  performances  were  made  by  Sophomore 
Jenny  Willis,  who  led  the  team  in  kills  with  139  and  Sophomore 
Katie  Westin,  who  had  55  blocks.  Freshman  Rachel  McKaig 
came  up  with  33  aces  over  the  season  and  Junior  Wendy  Cheung 
was  the  model  of  consistency  with  a  91%  serving  average. 

Next  year,  under  the  leadership  of  Cheung  and  fellow  Junior, 
BJ  Chisolm,  the  young  team,  containing  six  sophomores  and  nine 
freshman,  can  only  expect  to  improve  after  this  year  of  experience 
as  a  team.

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Men's  Basketball 


The  1991-1992  campaign  of  Men's  Basketball  can  only  be 
described  as  a  roller  coaster  ride  for  head  coach  Lee  Wimberly 
and  the  squad.  The  team  dropped  their  first  nine  games  of  the 
season,  including  losses  to  Division  I  opponents.  Yale,  Lafayette 
and  a  nationally  ranked  Franklin  and  Marshall  team,  then 
proceeded  to  win  their  next  seven  in  a  row.  This  streak  included 
two  wins  in  the  Skidmore  College  Invitational  in  which  the 
Garnet  placed  first,  capturing  their  first  Tournament  crown  in 
recent  history.  The  team  finished  the  season  winning  four  out 
of  their  remaining  nine  games,  including  two  wins  over  arch- 
rival Haverford.  one  being  by  a  margin  of  one  point. 

Senior  Scott  Gibbons  finished  his  career  becoming  the  all- 
time  scoring  leader  in  Swarthmore  history,  finishing  with  1563 
points,  eclipsing  the  old  mark  of  1507  set  by  Jim  Reilly  '50. 
Gibbons  was  also  named  to  the  All-Tournament  teams  at  both 
the  Scotty  Wood  and  the  Skidmore  tourneys  and  led  the  MAC 
Southern  Division  in  scoring  with  21.4  points  per  game.  The 
Garnet  will  also  be  losing  defensive  star  Rob  Ruffin  '92.  but 
sees  guard  Corey  Mulloy  "94  and  ''Rebounding  Force"  Brett 
Fenster  '94  waiting  in  the  wings. 

"Our  season  started  out  rough  so  it  w^as  nice  to  end  on  a 
good  note,"  says  Ruffin.  "I  want  to  thank  the  fans  for  coming 
out  when  we  were  going  through  rough  times,  it  was  realh 
helpful."  Coach  Wimberly  adds  to  the  reflection  on  the  season 
with  "If  I  could  do  it  all  over,  Td  do  the  same  thing  .  .  .  \\"e 
were  1 1-5  in  our  last  sixteen  games  and  definitely  improved."

Despite  a  dual  match  record  of  2-14,  the  1991-92  season 
for  the  Swarthmore  Wrestlers  continued  many  individual  high- 
lights and  was  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  50th  anniversary  of  wres- 
tling at  the  College.  Senior  Dennis  Jorgensen  became  the  first 
Garnet  Wrestler  to  win  a  MAC  crown  in  14  years  when  he 
won  the  177  pound  weight  class  at  the  Conference  Champi- 
onships at  Swarthmore.  He  received  a  bid  to  the  NCAA  Di- 
vision II  Championships  at  Trenton  State,  but  was  eliminated 
in  the  first  two  rounds.  He  and  teammates  Kevin  Wilson  "92 
(who  finished  fourth  in  190  at  MAC's)  and  Wes  Rochette  '94 
(6th  in  1 58)  were  named  Scholar  All-Americans  by  the  NCAA 
Division  II  Wrestling  Coaches  Association.  Swarthmore  placed 
a  very  respectable  tenth  in  the  MAC  tournament. 

Although  the  Swarthmore  "Men  of  Sparta"  will  graduate 
three  seniors  this  year,  including  Wilson  and  Jorgensen,  the 
relatively  strong  team  showing,  especially  that  made  by  Roch- 
ette and  Freshman  Eric  Williams  gives  a  great  deal  of  promise 
for  the  future.

The  women  captured  the  Centennial  Con- 
ference Invitational,  finished  second  at  the  PAIAW  meet  and 
earned  third  place  in  the  MAC  championship.  The  men's  team 
finished  second  in  the  Centennial  Meet  and  had  several  im- 
pressive performances,  including  wins  in  the  Distance  Medley 
Relay  at  the  prestigious  Yale  Invitational  and  at  the  MAC 
championships.

Championship  in  the  55  meter  hurdles.  Three  sophomores.  Amy 
Iwan,  Tina  Shepardson,  and  Joanna  Vondrasek  were  named 
to  the  MAC  All-Academic  team.  In  all,  twelve  school  records 
were  broken  this  season,  including  the  4x1  lap  relay  consisting 
of  Ann  Horsky  '92,  Kate  Dempsey  '95,  Cathy  Dunn  '93,  and 
Liz  Dempsey  '93  with  a  time  of  2:04.3  minutes.  The  3200 
meter  relay  consisting  of  Rachel  Spear  '92,  Yvonne  Lui  '95, 
Schaunel  Steinnagel  '93,  and  Amy  Iwan  '94  also  broke  a  school 
record  with  a  time  of  10:28.5  minutes. 

The  Women's  track  team  ended  the  outdoor  season  with  a 
3-3  record.  During  the  regular  season,  the  400m  relay  team 
placed  fourth  in  the  Penn  Relays,  setting  a  school  record.

The  men's  track  team  finished  their  season  with  a  record  of 
1-5.  But  to  the  seniors,  it  isn't  the  record  that  is  important, 
but  rather  the  time  spent  running  with  their  team.  Seniors  Dave 
Graham,  Rob  Henderson,  Kevin  Huffman,  Ari  Tuckman,  and 
Dan  Wilson  were  all  recognized  for  their  four  years  of  dedi- 
cation and  devotion  to  the  team.

Men's  Baseball 


The  Men's  Baseball  Team  started  its  season  with  numerous 
doubts  about  the  level  at  which  it  was  going  to  perform  this 
year.  Many  losses  had  occurred  last  year  due  to  injuries  and 
graduation,  including  most  of  Swarthmore's  powerful  pitching 
staff.  But  led  by  pitchers  Jeff  Johnson  '92  and  Dave  "The  Big 
Red  Train"  Larner  '92,  a  season  that  could  have  been  a  disaster 
for  the  Garnet  turned  into  a  season  full  of  unrelenting  dedi- 
cation and  a  number  of  flawless  performances. 

Throughout  the  season,  the  Garnet  saw  a  number  of  personal 
highs  and  firsts.  In  the  game  against  Lebanon  Valley,  Chip 
Chevalier  '93  hit  his  first  home  run  in  his  first  college  at-bat. 
First-Year,  Jeff  Gans  also  saw  his  first  college  hit  in  that  game. 
Trey  Gregory  '95  and  Kirk  Dauerio  '95  also  made  their  pitch- 
ing debuts  for  Swat  in  the  game  against  Moravia.  Although 
the  game  was  a  loss,  there  was  high  expectations  for  the  future.

The 
gift  of  the  Class  of '91 
was  an  attempt  to  both 
heal  the  wounds 
opened  by  the  debate 
through  tangibly  pro- 
moting the  ideal  of 
multi-culturalism  at 
Swarthmore  and  a  ges- 
ture to  honor  Dean 
Dickerson  for  her  great 
service  and  leadership 
within  the  college  com- 
munity between  the 
years  of  1976  and 
1991. 

The  painting,  creat- 
ed by  Washington  D.C. 
artist  Simi  Knox,  por- 
trays the  smiling  Af- 
rican-American wom- 


an in  a  flowered  blue 
dress,  looking  forward 
in  warm  and  inviting 
friendship.  Dickerson, 
lauded  at  the  dedica- 
tion for  her  success  in 
continued  develop- 
ment of  student  serv- 
ices during  her  tenure 
at  Swarthmore,  has 
become  a  sign  of  ex- 
panding tolerance  and 
understanding  at  the 
institution  through  her 
portrait,  now  hung 
where  the  destroyed 
Malcolm  X  painting 
was  displayed  in  1991. 
Her  smiling  presence 
seems  to  offer  both  for- 
giveness and  a  hope  for 
future  of  understand- 
ing and  harmony. 
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Daffodils  and  fruit 
trees  blooming 
on  April  3,  1992  cre- 
ating a  flowery  wel- 
come for  arriving  fam- 
ilies as  the  Spring  1992 
Parents'  Weekend  be- 
gan. Swarthmore  pro- 
vided an  active  week- 
end so  visiting  parents 
could  see  what  $20,000 
a  year  is  paying  for  and 
get  a  taste  of  college 
life.

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A  Letter  From  The  Editor 


Dear  Reader, 

The  1992  Halcyon  was  a  massive  undertaking.  With  an  operating  budget  hovering  around  $50,000,  it  is  the 
largest  publication  on  campus.  With  that  in  mind,  the  staff  of  the  Halcyon  set  out  to  make  this  a  truly  memorable 
and  ageless  yearbook.

In  sum, 
these  changes  have  made  the  1992  Halcyon  a  timeless  reminder  of  our  years  at  Swarthmore  —  anything  less 
would  have  been  considered  a  failure  in  the  eyes  of  the  editors  and  staff. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  chance  to  thank  a  number  of  people  whose  invaluable  help  made  this  book  a  success  — 
both  financially  and  professionally.  First,  my  assistant  editor,  Heidi  Walls,  whose  dedication  was  unparalleled.  I 
wish  her  the  best  of  luck  as  she  will  edit  the  1993  Halcyon.
